During a _ lenghty public 
hearing Monday night, Albany 
Ctiy Council heard of the diffi- 
culties of a financially-ailing ca- 
ble TV corporation, recommen- 
dations from City Attorney 
Lawrence D. Saler and Admin- 
istrative Officer James B. Tur- 
ner and directed an ordinance 
be prepared to modify the fran- 
chise. 

Otto A. Ohland, vice president 
of Century Communications 
‘Corporation, spoke on behalf of 
Century Cable of Northern Cal- 
ifornia, which purchased the Al- 
bany franchise last September. 
He said the company has invest- 
ed about $1,300,000. Gross reve- 
nues for 1973 were about $95,500 
and estimated at $100,875 for 
1974. Net loss for 1973 was 
about $112,000 and estimated at 
$146,500 in 1974. 

In addition to property taxes 
and payments to Federal Com- 
munications _ commission, pay- 
ments to the city amount to 
$25,000 per year. 

He said the difficulties were 
caused by construction costs far 
exceeding the company’s pro- 
jections; low subscriber ratio 
(less than 25 per cent vs. a pro- 
jection of 50 per cent); high op- 
erating cost and cost of materi- 
als and equipment; unavailabil- 
ity of film and sports programs 
to offer as inducement to sub- 
scribers, and the broadcasting 
site at Mt. Sutro, which in- 
creased the quality of TV in Al- 
bany without need for cable. 

Ohland estimated it would 
cost $1,500,000 to go under- 
ground as called for in the orig- 
inal franchise, There are only 
1,500 subscribers in Albany. 

Saler and Turner recommend- 
ed eliminating the penalty of 
$25 per day for failure to com- 
ply with undergrounding, but 
$5,000 a-year would continue as 
a penalty; authorization to in- 
crease rates in several instances 
from the present limit of $4.50 
per month to $6.95 per month, 
and retain the francise amount 
of 10 per cent until 1977, when 
FCC will limit franchise pay- 
ments to three per cent 

The $5,000 penalty, it was ex- 
plained, is $1,000, per year for 
each of five zones for not un- 
dergrounding utilities. 

Cable TV will go underground 
when other utilities are under- 
grounded in Albany, but cost of 
this has been determined at $30 
per foot or about $1,500 per 
home. 

Following a long discussion 
of the quality of cable TV, costs 
in other areas, the possibility of
